the State has a direct pecuniary 
interest, unless the subject be sub- 
mitted to a direct vote of the peo- 
ple of the Statc, and be approved 
by a majority of those who shall 
vote thereon.”” Now, none of the 
appropriations for which the special 
tax bonds of 1868-9 were issued to 
meet, were ever submitted to the 
people for ratification or rejection. 
And therefore, while such bonds were 
issued under the color of authority, 
they were issued directly in face of 
the Radical Constitution which re- 
quired them to be submitted to a vote 
of the people, and approved, before 
they became legal and binding obli- 
vations. 

It is folly to talk about repudiating 
such a swindling transaction as this. 
There has never been any assumption 
of such a claim, and there never will 
he! 

Not only was this debt illegally con- 
tracted, but the bonds themselves 
were misapplied, squandered, lost at 
faro banks, and actually stolen from 
the State by the swindlers who aided 
and! proeyted the passage of the acts of 
the Legislature making the appro- 
priations! 

North Carolina does not recognize 
these fradulent bonds. She will 
never pay one dollar of them, unless 
compelled by law. You may call this 
bad faith; you may call it repudia- 
tion; you may call it what you please; 
but no Legislature will ever assemble 
in this State which will have the au- 
dacity and shamelessness to levy a 


farthing of tax to pay the interest or 
principal of the LIrrLEFLELD-SweEp- 
SON special tax bonds.
